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First, about the progress of the special military 
operation. The Russian Armed Forces continue 
to liberate Donbass. Combat operations in 
Artyomovsk, Avdeevka, Liman, and Kupyansk 
directions are developing steadily. 


Russia delivers high-precision strikes against 
Ukrainian military infrastructure. 


This has disrupted the production of a number of 
weapons, as well as the supply of ammunition 
and fuel to Armed Forces of Ukraine (AFU). 


Russia is purposefully destroying weapons and 
military equipment sent by the West, both in 
combat positions and during the transportation. 


Since the beginning of this year alone, 59 M-777 
artillery systems, 13 Paladin self-propelled 
artillery systems, 14 American-made HIMARS 
launchers, as well as 30 self-propelled artillery 
systems from Poland, Germany, France, and the 
Czech Republic have been hit. 


At the same time, the NATO is intensifying its 
anti-Russian course, which is leading to an 
escalation of the conflict. 


The US and its allies have increased their 
military support for Ukraine. It is stated that this 
year alone they are ready to supply more than 
200 Western-made tanks, more than 400 
modern armoured fighting vehicles. 


The Ukrainian Armed Forces are being supplied 
with long-range weapons, including rockets with 
an extended range of up to 150 km. 


The potential transfer of F-16 tactical fighter 
planes and ATACMS tactical missiles with a 
firing range of up to 300 km to Kiev is under 
consideration. 


NATO is speeding up combat and 
reconnaissance training exercises close to the 
borders of Russia and Belarus in an effort to 
increase the combat readiness of the Joint 
Armed Forces. 


Finland will soon become a member of NATO. 


Obviously, all of this raises the possibility of a 
significant expansion of the conflict, but it will 


have no impact on how the special operation 
turns out. 


In light of the situation, Russia is reacting by 
defending the Union State's security. 


Some Belarusian attack aircraft have gained the 
ability to strike enemy targets with nuclear- 
equipped weapons. 


The Iskander-M missile system was also 
delivered to the Belarusian Armed Forces. It can 
use both conventional and nuclear-powered 
missiles. 


As of 3 April, one of the Russian ranges started 
training the Belarusian troops on how to use it 
for the defence of the Union State. 


The Russian Armed Forces will continue to carry 
out the missions within the special military 
operation. 
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Now a few words about the spring conscription 
campaign, which started on 1 April. 


| emphasise that it is taking place as planned, 
within the timeframes laid down by Russian law. 


The initial registration of citizens for military 
service, which began on 1 January this year, has 
come to an end. In total, 706,230 people have 
arrived in the military registration and enlistment 
offices. 


This year, for the first time, information on 
conscripts is being received electronically. 


As a result, information between the 
commissariats and the executive authorities was 
sent more swiftly, computerised databases were 
updated more quickly, and the call-up of 
individuals for military duty was carried out with 
great efficiency. 


Also, it has eliminated pointless procedures and 
lessened bureaucracy and red tape. 


There are more than 2,700 draft boards in the 
country. In accordance with the presidential 
decree, 147,000 people will be sent to the 
troops. 


Military teams are formed for deployment in 
automated mode, which minimises the time that 
young recruits spend at assembly points. 


Information about new recruits is sent 
electronically to military units, so that they can 
be enlisted and receive all types of allowances 
as quickly as possible. 
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During the special part of the teleconference, we 
will discuss how the United Aircraft Corporation's 
enterprises implement state assignments in the 
interests of the Ministry of Defence. 


There are 200 contracts with these companies 
for the construction, modernisation, and 
maintenance of aircraft. 


However, there are receivables for a number of 
them. 


A repayment schedule was approved at the 
beginning of the year. 


In addition, the meeting will conclude with a 
discussion of how the President's and 
Government's instructions regarding transport 
support for the Armed Forces are being 
implemented.
